Pounds a Year in this * s way. 1 
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HE many excellent wholſome Laws which 
1 have been made for the Reſtraint of Vilany, 
nd the Punithment of Vice, ſhews the Virtuous 
and good Inclinations of our Goverment, to Re- 
form the baſe, and degenerate Manners, of the Peo- 
ple; every Seſſions produces ſome. new Act, and freſh 
inſtances of our Senator's Care, for the better ſecu- 
FX1ty of the Subjects, the defence of the Laws, Re- 
Aigion, Morality, and diſcountenancing of Roguery, 
nder all its Diſguiſes. But notwithſtanding all 
heir Pains, Vice grows a pace, and Wickedneſs of 
Il Kinds, makes uncommor advances throughout 
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the Kingdom, what Peals of Vilany have rung in 


our Ears, that our News Papers are Daily crowded 
with, from, every corner of the Land. 
If we Examin the Cauſe of theſe Evils, or ask 
from whence it is, that ſo many poor Wretches vo- 
luntarily doom themſelves to Death and Baniſh- 
ment, notwithſtanding the Hardſhips, Scandal, and 
Shame they ſuffer, with their Sentance paſſed upon 
them at the Barr; we find its Original is the breach 
of the Sabbath, Drunkeneſs, Debauchery, a De- 
clination, or Reluxſtancy to Buſineſs, or honeſt La- 
bour, and a wrong turn of Mind, given them in 
their Child-hood, | 

Tae Hiſtory of Executions affords Examples enough of 
this Kind, there we may ſee the guilty Wretch lamenting 
in his laſt dying Agonies, that Idleneſs and a defire of gra- 
tiſying his Pleaſure without Work, were the cauſe ot his 
Ruin, where he fell a Prey to Temptation, and fo involv'd 
in the Luſt of Avorice and unlawfull Gain; thus plung'd in 
the depth of Wickedneſs, Bury d the remembrance ot paſt 
Crimes, in the commiſſion of freſh Offences, and ſtifle the 
Stings of Conſcience with reſolutions io perſue at all haz- 
ard the unjuſtiñable Courſes they are in, ald ſupport them- 
lelves with this filly Reflection, They know the worſt of it.

Ie is moſt humbly propos d, 


HAT if his Majeſty and the Nation will be 
Al pleasd to allow of a few Gallies to be built 
at, or ſent to Gibraſter and Port-Mabone to 
well be man'd with Convidts, ſuch as are Caſt for 
=) Tranſportation . The bare Apprehenſion of be- 
ing made a Galley-Slive, will ſtrike ſuch a Terror in the 
Minds of thoſe vile People, vis. Highw iymen, Foot-prls, 
Houſe-breakers, Shop-lift:rs, Pick-pockers, Horſe-ftealers, 
Incendiaries and others, thar are guilry of enormous Crimes, 
who like Locufts ſwarms in our Roids and Strets, and in- 
teſts all Places to ſuch a degree, thit honeſt People are not 
ſafe either at Home or Abroꝛid; bur when thoſ: vile People 
ſhall know to their dreaJ, that inſtzad of Tranſportation, 
they ſhall be ſent to row in Gillies, or other Labour. without 
any hopes of Freedom till their Sentance is expir'd, it will 
certainly put a ſtop to Thieving and Villiny,for it will cauſe 
ſuch a Terror upon theit Minds, of the Rigor, that thoſe 
Patterroons, or Officers of the Gillies, ex2rciſ:s over thoſe 
unforunate People, wo for the Puniſhment of their Crimes 
are thus dealt with, and could not be teſtrain'd by any 
milder Methods. | 

This with all humble Submiiſion; ſeems a far better way 
then to take away the Lives of ſo many brave hale young 
Men, who perhaps never ſaw Twenty, and had been well 
Educated, and of honeſt Parents, being cut off before they 
have lived out half their Days 

That by this Propoſal might be ſavel, and brought to a 
ſenſe of their paſt Fol lies, in following of an extravagant 
vicious Courſe of Life. And may be the happy means co 
convince them and others 12 the real Advantage of an ”— 
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neſt ſober way of living, that they may become ſerviceable 
| to their King and Country in their ſeveral Trades and Ca- 
| paciries. But as they have by their repeated Robterries, 
and other Villanies wrong'd the Nation in general, they 
ought to ſuffer a little, and be made uſe of for a National 
Service, which in ſome meaſure may attore for the Mil- 
% chiefs they Fave done, in the courſe ot their paſt Lives. 

| and I ſhall further offer, that by fending of theſe Con: 
| vis to our Plantations and Collonies, it is only a mock 
x upon the Nation, for we' find by wotul FExperierce that it 
| does not anſwer the good Putpoſe, tor which the Traw(por- 
tation Law was erated? for it does not leſſon the Numbers 
of Thicves, or put a ſtop to the exorbitant Tempers of 
theſe vile People; for the Change of the Climate makes 
ö no Alterations either in their Manners or Morrals, for 
[ which they was at firſt Ciſt for Tranſportation, for wick- 
1 ed they was, and fo they continue. And learns ro be, by 
their being often Tranſported, half Sailors, but complear 
arch Rogues. Famaice and other parts of the Weſt- India 
| fhnds by their wicked Behaviours, has entered into a Pio- 
| telt, to refuſe taking one of them, 

And no doubt but other Places Where they are ſent too, 
| will be forced to follow their Fxamplcs, for the repcarcd. | 
| _ , Abuſes, they receive of them, makes them nor to he valued, 

but heartily weary of them, for their Baniſhment which | 
was defignd as their Puniſhment, tber make vie of to te- 
=_ all their former Villianies, giving ili Examples to their 

ouths, often perſwading their Negros to rob then NI 
ters and run away With them, either a hoard the Pytates, 
or Spaniſh Gaurd de Coafls, they being thoroughly quaiitizd 
for any vile or hate emplov. | 

And the poor Sutterrers that have hid their Subſtarcas 
taken from them, and the over-ſetting of their \ oyapts, 
by theſe Savages in the ſhapes of Men, have often teff.cted 
on thoſe who gave them'theſe Oppercunities, that they did 
not Hang them out of the way at firſt. 

Theſe People making a Redicule or Banter of Tranſpor- 
tation, telling one another, that it is but a trip over the 
Herring-Pone, their Paſſage being paid, 2 -— ing 
their Precious Bloods if that Country ſhail bold them long; 
being thoroughly acquainted with the way of it, 
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Which to all honeſt thinking good People, that has a 
tender Regard for the Laws, does ſay, that this is the 
higheſt Contempt and Affront that can be put upon it, 
and encourages them, ald -buoys them up in their vile 
PraQtices- 

But how long theſe People ſhall ſerve, I will not offer to 
name, bur 1-ave that to the Wiſdom and Prudence ot the 
Law-makers, and their Judges toahe nature of their Crimes 
they are convicted off. . * 


| beg leave, to offer briefly, to ſome of the repeated 
Services, that Gallies may he made uſe off. 

For as there is a ſtrong Current, ſets always through the 
Gut, if it proves Calm, which is frequent in thoſe Parts: 
Ships that have been coming through have drove palt G:b- 
ralier, as high as Malaga, and others that have been com : 
ing down, have met with theſe Calms, and Ships of great 
Value, which though ſo near, .could not ferch into the Bay, 
and ſo expoſed to the great Dangers, and ſome that have 
been took by the Spaniards, who always keep lurking with 
their Gallies, on purpoſe for thoſe Oppertunities, that out 
Cruizers could not come to aſſiſt them; and in Sight ſome» 
times of Gibralter, which is the higheſt Provocation, and 
has been done to the unſpeakable loſs of TRADE, the 
Ruin of abundance of Merchants and Sailors; but thele 
Evils will be ſufficiently made up and provided againſt, by 
our having of Gallies in ConjurQion-with our Men of War, 
which will command all Ships paſſing, or re paſſing in thoſe 
Seas, rendering their TR A DE difficult ro them, and of 
many Advantages to us of this Kingdom, that between the 
Ships we may ſave of our own, and what we may take of 
others, in caſe of a War, it may be ſome hundred thouſard 
pounds a Year, for then not a; Ship ſhall be ſuffer'd ro paſs, 
either coming in, or going out, but we may ſpeak with 
them, BLOW HIGH, BLOW LOW, 

| humbly appeal, to the Right Honourable: the Lords 
(-ommillioners of the Admirahy,, and to Captains of Men 
ot War, and others, how. ſerviceable Gallies have, and 
may be made uſe of in an Engagement, to row out of the 
Line all diſibled Ships, and bring others in their Stations. 

And Gallies will entirely prevent any TRADE by Sea 
to old Gibralter, and _ other Harbours, as laid corn 
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in the Mapp, which * oO freſh Supplies and 
Stores, that our Men of War could not prevent, it being 
not ſa fe to venture ſo cloſe to the Land, and our Lorg- 
boats was not a Match for them, and it will certainly awe 
the Alzereens, and Sully-Rovers. | 

And as this is offer'd with a ſincere Intention for a Pub- 
lick Good, yer as there may ariſe ſome ſeeming ſtrong Ob- 
jections, I ſhall Anſwer briefly to each of them. 


Objection. How many Gallies may be ſufficient, to employ 
ſuch Numbers that are ſent away from Time to Time. 


Anſcwer, EN may be enough, four or fix at Gibral- 

ler, the other at . as ſhall be 
thoughr molt tor Service, every Galley ro employ 208 Men, 
fo that by what ſhocking Terrors it may cauſe on the one 
Hand, ard the ſurely ſecuring them on the other, putting 


it out of the Powers of thoſe People to return back, till 


the time of their Sentance is expired, as hundreds has done 
rm the Places where they have been Tranſport=d too: 
Ara shey have daringly, and openly ſpoke it, that there is 
no Law to diſpoſe of them as $-rvants, and that they will 
not ſign to any Indenture, this puts them to rob and plunder 
th2 Country, till they can find an Oppertunity of meeting 
a Maier of a Ship at New England, or fome other Place, 
who wants Hands, and ſome perhaps ge:s Money for their 
run Home, giving themſelves other Names, though ſome has 
been fo tool-hardy, in open defiance to Law and Jultice, 
to come to the Place that they was Tranſported from, and 
have been took and Executed for it; ſo that by this Pro- 


poſal, they will be reduc'd io ſuch ſmall Numbers, more 


then ever yet could be done by DEATHSor BA NISH: 
MENT. | ; 

And it is plain, that we have had more robbing in Er: 
land in one Month, then has been committed in 174), Sparn, 
or Portugal, in twelve Months, and it's thought *tis owing 
to thoſe Countries having of Gallies, Eutting it out of the 
Powers of thoſe People to play at FAST and LO OS E. 


Objection. Ir may be a great Expence to the Nation in build. 
ing of Gallies. 
| Anſuer, 
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Anſmer, That by what it has coſt the Government be- 
tween the Rewards of thoſe that have been capitally con- 
victed, as for ſome 300 J. ſome 50/, 40/7. and the four 
Pounds four Shillings, that the Government pays for the 
Paſſage of every one that has been Tranſported, but ſince 
this King has come to the Crown, it may be made appzar, 
that it will far out bullance the Charge of building a ſufi- 
cient Number of Gallics ; and it 1 might offer further 
without dilubliging, that the Charge ot one Third Rate, 
in building, and fitting her out, and keeping het at Sea tor 
{ix Months, by a modeſt Computation, will far excced the 
Coſt of theſs G.llies. | 

But I humbly beg that I may be underſtvod, that by this 
Propoſal, I am not for leſſening any one Ship in his Majeſ- 
ty's Royal Navy. which is ſo much the Glory and Defence 
of theſe Kingdoms, ard the Terror of ith: whole World, 
but that Gailics may be added as Tenders, or as ſhall be 
thought molt for S:rvice. 


Obj-ction, That this is offered againlt a free People. 


Anſwer, | own it is the Happineſs of the People of 
England, that we are a fiee People, that our Laws are 
made by joint. Conſent of King and Parliament, that we 
have many Priviledges above other Nations; and that we 
are not extorted to any Conf. ſſion, either by wracking an 
the Wheel, or Spaniſh Inquiſition, or other inhuman Invene 
tions Which is {hocking. But chat every Perſon has the trez 
Liberty to put himſclt upon the defence of GO O and his 
Countty, but when convicted by Evidence of breaking the 
King's 4 ws, | humbly conceive they have loſt all pleadings 
of their Freedoms, and is entirely at the Laws and King's 
Diſpeſal, whether for Life, Death, Baniſhment, or long 
Impriſonment, or Liberty, And Tra ſportation was. at 
aſt obtain*d with a tender reg ird to the Lives of thoſe un- 
governable, un-thinking People, though thought to be as 

eat a Þreaking into the Rights and Freedoms, as now, 
allies is offer d; and common Prudence learns even the 
meaneſt of Capacities to remove a thing that is becoms 
hurtfull in one Place, or of little uſe to another, where it 
may be of Real uſe and Service.

Anſwer, It is the unhappy Temper of ſome Men, they 
never was, or deſired to be made uſefully Good, or mc» 
rally Honeſt, for their exorbitant Humours, which admits 
of no Bounds when that comes to have a reltraint put upon 
it, by the juſt Method of the Law, it either flings them 
into thoſe vile wild deſperate Reſolutious, that had always 
teen their directors to chuſe Cearh, rather then to undergo 
theſe gentle Scveritics; or elle ir ſo diſpi its them, by 4 
ſullen change of their Minds, that they had rather chuſe 
Death in all its hideous forms, then to be brought under 
any Subjection; like ſome Creatuies that I have ſeen in 
Virginia, when firſt caught, wrangles wirh their Bridles and 
Maſters, and «endeavours to be their own Executioners, but 
by degrees are brought ro Uſe and Labour, and ſo they 
may be made ſerviceable ro & O D and their Country, and 


run wild no longer. 


ObjcQion. As 11 7s Peace, we have no Occaſion for Gallics, 
and ſo we don't know bow to employ thofe Corrvidts, 


Anſwer, All wiſe. Parents provides the Rod, and has it 
ready to make Uſe of, when Neceſſity requires it; and as 
his Majeſty, Lords and Commons, are the Nations Parents, 
they are not to depend upon being always in Peace with 
France, Spain, and ſome others that are our Rira!s in ma- 
ny Branches of TRADE in the Medueranean, and we ſee 
with what Reſolution the Spaniards have builded Forts in 
Gibralter Bay, and Caorita Point, though they may gloſs 
it over by many Prezences. it is as plain as the SU N at 
Noon-Day, by their bringing to them ſo many heavy Can- 
non, it is to be in' readineſs againſt —<— and ſo make 
the Bay of little uſe to us, for where our Ships rides, it 
will be under the Command of their Fort; fo that 1 ſhall 
leave that to all wiſe thinking Men, if that be Wiſdom in 
us of this Nation to ſuffer ir, whilſt *tis in our Power to 
do ſome things that may diſappoint all their cunning deſign

Anſwer, Judgment given to puniſh Crimina's by Sen- 
tancing them to Gallies, has been known to rais Rem by 
a. Statute in the 39th of ElL:2aberh, Chap. 4th. ection tl. 
and as to ſending of Fellons to Gibralter to blow up Rocks, 
and carry a great Stoneand a lirtle one to the building of a 
Mole, or Baſon, in order to preſerve our Shipping; that 
has not the leaſt appearance of a deſign to give an Affront 
to any State, Prince or Potentate: but the Spaniar ds were 
not endu'd with the ſame good Nature, or Care to diſoblige 
us, when they built that Fort at the head of the Bay to an- 
noy our Shiping, when ever — and to continue their Gard 
de Coaft, to Kill, Plunder, Abuſe, and Deſtroy, and take our 
Shiping in the eſt.

Men to Gibyalter, will be an Entire ſeparation from their

And as to Tranſporting the Women, it may be ſervicea- 
ble ro the Country where they are ſent to, and may be

And I humbly intreat your Goodneſs, and Protection 
from the Cenſures of ſome, and the Riſqve of others, for 
theſe People whom I Levil, at through their miſ-guided 


Wills may draw down their heavy Diſpleaſure upon me, 


which I dread more falling into their Hands, then I do 
Boreas's Blaſts, or Neptune*s Salt Waves; tho I am offer- 
ing nothing but what may tend to the reforming of their 
Lives and Manners; and tho' the Phyfick may not be 
Toothſome, it may be Wholſome for Soul and Body; and 
as ſome Gentlemen has Offer'd, that the only way to rid 
the Country of Thieves, is to Wrack, Torture and Excccute 
all, but *ris not in out natures in England to be ſo Cruel, 
allways owning it is better Ten Rogues ſhould eſcape, then 
one Innocent honeſt Perſon murder'd, and Tranſportation is 
but a Stop-gap, and ſome knows the Secret; but ſending 
them to Gibralter, and Port- Mabone, being a middle Way, 


whereby Juſtice will be fattisfied, the Oftenders puniſh'd, 
their old Hopes diſapointed, Money ſaved, honeſt People 


may Travel more fately, abundance of Ships preſerv'd, and 
the Straits Trade better Secur'd, the Nation become more 
formidable, and his MAJESTY 's Reign made to Shine 
greater in — £7 of gur Ngighbouring Nations than any 
that ever was before Him. x . After 
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After ſeveral Years Obſervation of the Scituation and 
Strength of Gibralter, and Benefit, Honour and Happineſs 
that we of this Nation have, in being Maſters of ſuch an 
important Fortreſs ; for it may juſtly be call'd, the Key of 
the Srrerghte, for by keeping of it, we may Lock in, or 
out all Nations, with whom we have any Diſpute, givirg 
them juſt ſuch a ſhare of Trade as we are pleas'd to allow 
*m, and \vill for ever ſupport thoſe two moſt profitable 
Branches of Trade; as firſt, eur T4r&#ey Trade, that takes 
off ſuch quantities of Cloth, as Scarlets, Purples, Broad 
Cloths and Baiſe, which Employs ſo many thouſands of Fa- 

milies in England; and next our Newfoundland Trade that 

brings into this Kingdom ſome hundred thouſand pounds 4 

Year, of ready Money got out of the 82, beſides a Nur- 

ſery for Sailors. Tho? it may be objected that our Fleets 

can command Entrance at any time in the Streighis. 


Anſwer, That Trade that muſt be carryd on with ſo 
high a Hand, will ſuffer and leſſon, for the following Rea- 
ſons, as firſt the fyrkey Trade, for the French who are 
a cunning ſubtil People, have learnt to make to a great 
Perfection the ſame ſort of Goods; and will take the Ad- 
vantage whilſt we are forming Fleets, to ſupply them from 
Marcelles, which lies near at Hand. And next our News» 
foundland Ships, which are neither Ships of Force or Run- 
ners, theſe will be alſo badly off; for as Fiſh is a periſhir g 
Comodity, whilſt they ate getting ready to joyn their Con- 
voy, from their ſcveral Harbours, their Fiſh may be ſpoil'd, 
inſtead of enriching ourſelves by Trade, it may prove to 
the utter Ruin of abundance of honeſt induſtrious Families, 
and vaſtly leſſon his Majclty's Revenues, and flat and dull 
the Spirit of Trade, for it was always the Strife and Am- 
bition of thoſe Perſons, that traded that way, to be their 
only Care, to be firſt at Market becauſe of a Price. 

And in keeping of Grbralter and Part- Mabone, we have 
Harbours and Store-houſes of our own, at that diſtance, 
where we can ſhelter, clean and refit our Ships without be- 
ing beholden to any other Nation, and if any others ſhould 
become Maſters of that Place, but God forbid they ever 
ſhould, they would make us pay for going through the 


. Streights Mouth, all one as we do at our Tole-Gites, which

And are they acquain- 
ted with the Scituation of the Place, and how the Spani- 
erds have Ceuta, which lies oppoſite to Gibralter, and that 
by keeping of Ships and Gallics in both theſe Bays, that

And theſe Gentlemen might as well Argue, How did we 
do before we had ſuch Numbers of brave Ships of Force 
and Beauty in his Majelty's Royal Navy, or ſuch fine com- 
modious Docks and Yards to build and refit in, and the 
uſe of Guns and Powder, or the Arc of Printing; and ma- 
ny other very uſcful Arts and Sciences brought to wonder- 
ful Perfection, both for Profit and Piealure, that now we 
cannot be without? and with due Submiſſion, it may be ſiid, 
To what Purpoſe is it to enlarge be King's Dominions in 
the Weſt indies, or elſewh:te, or to neglect ali due Care 
to preſerve our trading Ships; but it 1s to be wiſh'd and 
-hop'd, G1bralter being gain'd at the Expence of ſo much 
Blood and Treafure, will remain in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Kings of Great Britain, till Tins ſhall be no more.

A. T H E Ships going in the Straits Mouth, B. is 


the Bay of Gibralter, C. is a Galley towing
